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ISRAEL  SILVER  ANNIVERSARY  ART  BARS: 
Part  Two:  The  Medals  and  Plaques

Ihe  first  commandment,  by  the  Jewish  reckoning,  is  “I  am  the  Lord  your  God 
who  brought  you  forth  from  Egypt.  You  will  have  no  other  gods.”  God  is  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  all-seeing  eye  at  top  left,  and  Egypt  by  the  pyramid  and  broken  staff 
beneath  it.  A  large  letter '/,  alef  stands  for  1.  Below  the  pyramid  are  the  Israelites, 
being  crushed  by  servitude  and  helped  by  the  rays  emanating  from  God,  while 
the  flames  at  right  represent  the  purifying  power  of  God’s  word. 


The  second  commandment  prohibits  worshipping  graven  images.  The  Golden 
calf  is  shown  attacked  by  pick  hammers.  Below  is  the  snake  as  symbol  of  subver¬ 
sion,  linking  idolatry  with  adultery  (a  theme  popular  with  Israel’s  prophets). 

At  top  right  is  the  letterEbeyt,  which  is  2.  Below  it  is  a  dove,  symbol  of  fidelity, 
which  faces  the  opposite  direction  of  the  calf  and  snake.

The  third  commandment  prohibits  defaming  God,  which  Gross  interprets 
as  adopting  an  untrue  image  of  the  Almighty.  T  he  Torah  scroll  represents  God’s 
Name,  while  God’s  pointing  finger  represents  reve-Ta-Tion.  Above  is  a  bird  with 
outstretched  wings,  raising  the  viewers  gaze  heavenward.  At  top  right  is  tgimel, 
which  is  3. 
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The  fourth  commandment  establishes  the  Sabbath.  At  top  right  is  j,dalct,  which 
is  the  number  4,  and  beneath  is  a  table  with  two  candles.  Traditionally,  two 
candles  are  lit  to  inaugurate  the  Sabbath  and  provide  light.  The  figures  at  left  are 
angels  facing  each  other:  a  good  angel  (facing  the  candles)  who  blesses  the  ob¬ 
servant  family,  and  an  evil  angel  who  is  forced  to  say  “Amen”.  If  the  family  were 
not  properly  observing  the  Sabbath,  the  evil  angel  would  curse  the  family  and  the 
good  angel  would  say  “Amen”. 


The  fifth  commandment  requires  honoring  one’s  parents.  At  bottom  the  child 
offers  flowers  and  bows  before  the  two  figures  at  left  which  are  the  father  and 
mother.  The  dove,  a  symbol  of  love,  rests  behind  the  parents.  At  top  right  is  H 
heh,  which  is  5. 


Ihe  sixth  commandment  prohibits  murder.  'Ihe  Talmud  says  that  murdering  one 
person  is  like  murdering  a  world,  so  Gross  chose  to  represent  murder  with  the 
mushroom  cloud  of  an  atom  bomb,  the  greatest  and  most  indiscriminate  killing 
machine  humanity  has  devised.  At  the  center  right  is  Ivov,  which  is  6. 


The  seventh  commandment  prohibits  adultery.  The  two  birds  shown  are  mated 
to  others.  As  a  potentially  adulterous  couple  they  are  both  attracted  to  each  other 
(their  heads  and  necks  form  a  heart  shape)  but  also  held  apart  by  their  feelings 
for  their  mates.  Wings,  representing  angels  and  resistance  to  temptation,  sepa¬ 
rate  their  heads.  At  the  far  top  right  is  I  zayin,  which  is  7. 
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The  eighth  commandment  prohibits  theft.  The  hand  in  the  center  is  that  of  a 
thief,  while  the  hand  grappling  with  it  from  the  left  is  the  hand  of  justice.  The 
stolen  coins  drop  from  the  thief's  hand,  showing  that  dishonest  gains  are  ephem¬ 
eral.  At  the  center  right  isfi  khet,  which  is  8. 


The  ninth  commandment  prohibits  perjury.  Along  the  bottom  is  a  book  repre¬ 
senting  Torah  and  truth.  The  flames  w'hich  come  from  it  dispel  the  darkness  of 
ignorance.  The  Hebrew  letter  and  book  together  form  an  oil  lamp,  also  a  symbol 
of  truth.  The  powerful  hand  in  the  forefront  fends  offlies.  At  the  center  right  is 
wtef,  which  is  9. 


The  tenth  commandment  prohibits  coveting.  If  we  see  something  we  want,  we 
might  covet  it,  so  this  commandment  is  represented  by  a  hand  covering  a  huge 
eye.  Assisting  the  hand  is  an  angel  in  bird  form,  whose  wings  also  block  the  eye. 
The  angel’s  eye  is  wide  open  because  it  cannot  sin.  At  top  right  is  ■  yod,  which 
is  10. 

Conclusion: 

Meyerhoff’s  largesse  allowed  Gross’s  artistic  genius  to  grace  the  walls  of  the  JFK 
Airport  synagogue.  If  you  are  one  of  the  lucky  few,  you  can  even  own  a  medal 
based  on  this  artwork.

We  receive  friendly  greetings  and  questions  from  members  arid  others.  Here  is  a 
sampling  of  that  correspondence. 

Peggy  Conrad  emailed  to  say.  “What  a  surprise  to  receive  the  beautiful  Las  Vegas 
bronze  round  as  a  Brain  Teaser  contest  winner.  1  enjoyed  completing  the  word 
search  and  look  forward  to  the  next  one.  Thank  you.  Randy  Guberman,  for  your 
part  in  providing  these  gifts  for  the  club.” 

Glenn  Perry  emailed  with  this  comment  and  request  for  information:  “On  page 
131  of  the  January  Coin  World  is  a  picture  of  a  Morgan  bar  with  a  checkerboard 
back.  I  called  the  Gaithersburg  Coin  Exchange,  Inc.  asking  who  made  the  bars 
for  them.  I  explained  who  I  was  and  the  reason  1  wanted  to  know.  Told  them 
about  IASAC  and  they  said  they  did  not  give  out  that  information.  1  hope  some¬ 
one  can  come  up  with  the  minter.” 

Can  anyone  help  with  this?? 

Glenn  Perry  sent  another  note  through  the  mail.  He  writes,  “Had  to  go  to 
Wichita  this  past  week,  so  stopped  at  my  coin  shop  there  and  asked  about  silver 
bars.  They  had  a  few.  1  ended  up  buying  7  at  S36  each.  Did  not  have  my  books 
with  me,  so  got  three  I  already  had.  One  was  a  Deak-  Perera  which  I  could  not 
find  in  the  books.” 

Glenn  did  some  sleuthing  online  and  came  up  with  this  interesting  story  about  DP. 

Whatever  happened  to  Deak-Perera?  Good  question.  After  the  founder  Nicho¬ 
las  Deak  was  murdered,  the  company  was  broken  up.  The  circumstances  sur¬ 
round  Deaks  murder  are  strange,  to  say  the  least. 

On  November  18,  1985,  a  homeless  woman  from  Seattle  walked  into  the  Man¬ 
hattan  headquarters  of  Deak-Perera,  which  had  been  the  largest  foreign  exchange 
company  in  the  Western  Hemisphere,  and  one  of  the  largest  precious  metals 
brokers.  She  shot  and  killed  the  company’s  founder,  80-year-old  Nicholas  Deak. 
The  murderer  was  a  44-year-old  woman  who  had  a  history  of  trouble  with  the 
police  in  Seattle. 

Just  as  Deaks  firm  was  destroyed  by  the  Reagan  Administrations  allegations  of 
money  laundering,  this  homeless  woman  decided  to  travel  thousands  of  miles. 
Through  Illinois,  down  to  Orlando  where  she  bought  a  .38,  then  up  to  Manhat¬ 
tan,  and  into  Deak-Perera  headquarters  on  29  Broadway.  She  took  the  elevator 
up  to  the  15th  floor,  killed  the  receptionist,  and  then  killed  Deak. 
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Under  most  circumstances  this  might  be  just  another  ‘random’  murder,  except 
Deak  wasn’t  just  any  rich  banker.  Deak  had  long  been  involved  in  the  intel¬ 
ligence  community.  Put  Deak’s  foreign  exchange  network  and  precious  metals 
brokerage  business  into  the  mix,  and  one  wonders  if  Deak-the  nexus  between 
intelligence  and  money  laundering-was  killed  randomly.
